7. That this matter is continued to December 12, 2019, at 10:00 a.m., for sentencing, 
at which counsel and the defendant shall appear without further notice or order; 

8. That the United States Marshal for the District of Colorado shall assist the Court in 
securing the appearance of the defendant; 

9. That any pending pretrial motion filed by or on behalf of the defendant is denied as 
moot; and 

10. That the defendant is remanded to the custody of the United States Marshal.
